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REMARKS 

The Applicants hereby withdraw, without prejudice, the request to amend Table 1 of the 
specification, but reiterate the remaining requests of the first Supplemental Amendment with 
regard to the specification, figures, and sequence listing. 

With respect to the withdrawn request to amend the sequence of peptide HI 2, Applicants 
maintain that one of ordinary skill in the art would instantly recognize the inadvertent 
typographical errors, but Applicants note that the many remaining examples fully illustrate and 
enable the present invention. 

As noted previously, support for the remaining amendments to the specification, figures 
and sequence listing can be found throughout the application including the claims and drawings 
as filed originally and in the pertinent art. No new matter has been added by virtue of those 
amendments. 

Finally, the undersigned requests that the current Attorney Docket No. for this case be 
deleted and replaced with the following 55793 (48340).
